FOURTH PORSCHE PARADE .. .'59 
ELKHART LAKE’S ROAD AMERICA 


Fifty-five miles north of Milwaukee on High- 
way 67 in the heart of the Kettle Moraine region 
is situated ROAD AMERICA, a truly great 
natural road racing circuit. Road racing at 
Elkhart Lake actually started back in 1950. The 
course wound through the woods on the north- 
west side of the lake for about three miles. It 
entered the town and left it by way of a hairpin 
through a heavy wooded area, then a reverse 
camber right hand corner—a tricky curve lift- 
ing one’s car and, because of a bump in the 
middle, left the faster cars airborne. In 1951 
the course was lengthened and the dangerous re- 
verse camber corner was eliminated by going 
through the town and around the lake which 
made the course longer (by two miles) and 
faster because of the two almost - mile - long 
straights. 


Road racing was banned in Wisconsin on 
public roads in 1952 which was just as well. 
Crowds were unquestionably too difficult to 
handle with no space to move about and only 
a snow fence away from the fast moving cars. 
Until 1955, Elkhart Lake was relatively quiet. 
Then it exploded with activity as Clif Tufte’s 
idea of a private course became a reality. 
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ROAD AMERICA—four miles of bituminous 
concrete—27 foot wide with 9 foot wide treated 
shoulders—was finished in September 1955. The 
wooded tract of 523 acres, a holiday of racing 
enjoyment, contains seven miles of viewing area 
complete with grandstand and panorama seats, 
excellent camera vantage points, picnic areas, 
concession stands, two cross-over bridges for 
spectator convenience and safety, more than 
120 acres for parking, and a complete public 
address system with sixty-two speakers provid- 
ing up-to-the-minute information on the progress 
of the events. 


From the very beginning PORSCHE has been 
successfully represented at Road America. The 
wins of McAfee, Crawford, Wester, Olson and 
Rickert are well remembered. Crawford’s win 
in the famous “500” of September 1957, when he 
drove the complete route himself, was one of the 
finest exhibitions of driving this writer has ever 
seen. Not a speck of dust was raised as Ed took 
every corner with surety and skill during the 
whole race. 


This spring at Road America a reserved park- 
ing area is being planned for the cars and “tent” 



































of the Porsche Club of America. As a climax 
to the four days at Nippersink Manor, the PCA 
will hold a real parade tour around the Elkhart 
Lake course prior to either Saturday or Sun- 
day’s first race. DON’T MISS THIS PARADE 
and the International June Sprints at Road 
America.

HEATER CABLE 
REPLACEMENT 


One of these mornings you'll go out to warm 
up your favorite car and as the weather is on 
the cool side you'll decide a little interior heat 
is in order. Just about the time you get the 
heater knob cranked open you hear a clatter from 
under the car. Now, for some reason the knob 
is easier to turn than it was before. At this point 
you begin to get suspicious that all is not right 
with the heating system. A little investigation 
soon reveals that warm air is coming from one 
of the air vents and nothing at all from the 
other. 


At this point, the chances are pretty good that 
one of the heater control cables has broken. 
Look under the car to make sure that the end 
of the cable has not pulled loose from the rear 
connection. If it hasn’t, the first step is to pur- 
chase two new cables. You'll want to renew both 
of these cables as the other one is probably just 
about ready to break anyway and it is almost 
as easy to replace two as it is one. If the Porsche 
replacement part is not readily available, the 
cable for the VW transporter sells for about 60 
cents and can be cut to make both cables for 
the Porsche. 


First, turn the heater completely off and re- 
move the front tunnel cover. Now, with a pair 
of wire cutters, cut each cable just in back of 
the cylindrical keeper. The forward section of 
broken cable can now be pulled out. From under 
the car, loosen the 9 mm nuts that hold the ends 
of the cable and pull the ends from these levers. 
Now, remove the cables. Using the cable that 
was not broken as a guide or measure, cut the 
two new cables to length. Be sure to allow for 





the piece remaining on the operating lever of the 
heater control knob plus a little extra. Put 
plenty of grease on these cables and slide them 
back through the tubes into the tunnel. Tem- 
porarily, connect up the rear cable ends allow- 
ing for adjustment in both directions. Now, cut 
off the short pieces of cable that were left on 
the control knob operating lever and slide the 
keepers onto the new cable ends. With a pair of 
pliers, pull one of the cables as far forward as 
it will go, removing all the slack. Mark on the 
cable the location of the hole in the operating 
arm. Repeat this with the other cable. Now, 
loosen the rear cable connections and remove the 
heater control knob from the tunnel. Pull the 
cables forward to an easier working position 
and attach them to the operating arm with the 
bend in the cable at the mark you previously 
made. Now, slide each keeper up the cable 
and over the end. When the keepers are as far 
forward as they will go, bend the ends of the 
cables over the keepers and cut off the excess. 


Now, bolt down the heater control knob, put 
back the front tunnel cover and connect up the 
rear cable ends. Be sure to take out all the 
slack in the cables but be sure they are not so 
tight that they don’t allow the heater to shut off. 


You should now have a complete Porsche 
heating system that will give out heat on both 
sides of the car and keep both driver and pass- 
enger happy for many more miles.

BACK-UP LIGHT 


On the 356 A 1600 Coupe, the back-up light, 
an integral part of the tail light assembly, op- 
erates only when the shift lever is in reverse 
and the low beams are on. To rewire so that 
it work whenever the ignition is on regardless 
of whether headlights, parking lights, etc., are 
on or off, takes about two minutes. Proceed as 
follows: at the bottom end of No. 10 fuse (third 
from left on the fuse block) find the slate blue 
wire with brown tracer. Move this wire to the 
bottom end of fuse No. 1 (far right). That’s 
all there is to it!

The system in stock form works the 
same on previous model cars except that you 
may have to do some further modifing. On our 
57 1600 Coupe the wire spoken about was too 
short to run over to fuse No. 1. This would re- 
quire some splicing to lengthen your wire or 
you can simply run the wire to any fuse that is 
hot only when the ignition is on.

THE DIFFERENTIAL DIAGNOSIS OF ENGINE COMPLAINTS 


As you might guess, this article comes from 
one of the many M.D. PCAers. Medical text- 
books often carry tables in which various symp- 
toms can be aligned with all possible causes. 
These tables are a help, but not the whole an- 
swer; a thing called experience or clinical judg- 
ment is more important. This is just as true 
in the field of mechanics. 


In the early days when only the first two 
chapters of the first shop manual had been trans- 
lated, and experienced Porsche mechanics were 
few and far between; this author ran across a 
table on pages 72-73 of the October 1954 issue 
of “Motor Trend” magazine. These pages were 
pasted in the back of the then incomplete shop 
manual, and have been helpful and referred to 
ever since. 


It is through the courtesy of “Motor Trend” 
magazine that the author is allowed to reprint 
much of the article. The material that follows 
in chart form has been cut down and revised 
in an attempt to fit the Porsche engine. 


There are two basic ways of approaching an 
ailing engine where the cause is not obvious. 
One is to go through a thorough tune-up which 
is well described in PANO’s technical reprint. 
The other is to try and spot the trouble by the 
most direct route. It is here that the following 
table of possibilities may be helpful. 


Before going on to the lists, a few special 
Porsche peculiarities should be mentioned. No 
two Porsche engines ever sound quite the same; 
this is especially true when they are cold. Odd 
noises which go away when the engine warms 
are a Porsche specialty which tax the greatest. 


Cam followers, leaky carburetor balance tubes, 
unbalanced carbs, and tappet clearances have 
been amply discussed in these pages before. 
Loose muffler baffles haven’t been mentioned but 
they can produce some very strange noises. 


Ignition and carburetion contribute two other 
hidden sources of trouble which haven’t been 
mentioned before. 


On the Solex carburetors, the volume control 
screws carry a spiral tension spring between 
the adjusting end and the case. If these screw 
threads are worn, vibration can cause the screw 
to open more giving a richer mixture below 
2500 rpm with resultant plug fouling, roughness, 
etc. 


When changing spark plugs, the high tension 
plug wire is often carelessly removed from the 
plug by merely jerking it and its adapter from 
the plug. This should never be done, as it can 
make for a hidden loose contact in the bakelite 


adapter. This loose contact can cause missing, 
plug fouling, and the resultant sick engine. 


It is a good idea to check each plug wire 
adapter. You will find that the wire after it 
enters the top end of the adapter, loses its in- 
sulation and that contact is made by a brass 
threaded hollow nut which is screwed in from 
the lower end of the adapter until it makes good 
contact with the bare wire. You usually have 
enough excess in wire length to allow you to cut 
back the insulation farther and make a fresh 
new contact. Use a wide screwdriver in remov- 
ing and installing this nut and free all parts 
of dirt and moisture. One can push enough 
bare wire through the upper end of the adapter 
to form a ball for the nut to seat against. A 
poor contact here has been the cause of more 
than one Porsche’s troubles. 


The lists that follow are not presented as 
being infallible; they are only guides. Revise 
them, add to them, add your own experiences, 
and \ oe them to your editor. It will help 
us all.

HOW TO RADIO 
YOUR PORSCHE 


Question: Should I buy one of the German 
radios to go with my Porsche? Answer: No. 
Here are the facts behind this heretical state- 
ment: 


a. Even if you are a good friend of the im- 
porter, and most people I have talked to seem 
to be, you won’t get the Becker or Blaupunkt 
radios for anything approaching the low price 
of an American radio. 


b. You need long wave and short wave on 
your car set like you need a fifty pound can 
of mustache wax. In Europe there are things 
you can hear on these bands, but over here you 
will find them just about useless except for im- 
pressing people who don’t know any better. 


c. Wait until you see the bill when you take 
one of those gadgets into an American service 
shop. Radiomen get fidgety when they see all 
those hard to get German tubes staring at them, 
particularly when their tube testers are help- 
less to test them, which they usually are. 


d. The American car sets are every bit as 
good for broadcast band reception from all 
aspects: sensitivity, tone, power. 


The latest Motorola six-volt car radio sells 
for about $45, complete with five push buttons. 
Manual tune models are only $33. They are 
small enough to fit up under the dash of the 
Porsche and be mounted right in the dash board. 
I chose the VW model Motorola for my Con- 
vertible D and cut a hole in the dash right in 
front of the passenger’s seat for it. Using a 
“nibbler” I was able to cut the hole exactly as 
desired in a few minutes. 


The radio is largely suspended from the dash 
and it helps to run a bracing wire up to the 
windshield wiper motor fastening bolt to keep 
the radio from jiggling up and down on severe 
bumps. You'll get the idea when you look 
under the dash. 


There is a blank connection on the ignition 
switch for the radio which permits it to run 
with the key to the left as well as “on.” This 
prevents your running the battery down in case 
you or someone else forgets to turn it off some 
night. Happened to me on the last Porsche. 


Now comes the speaker mounting. Some 
radios have the speaker mounted right on the 
bottom of the set. You can leave this alone and 
save some trouble. Where the speaker is sepa- 
rate, here is the procedure. 


Your Porsche comes all equipped for radio 
speaker mounting. Right over the two glove 
pockets there are recesses in the frame designed 
for loudspeakers. You can feel them through 
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the cloth that is glued over them. The only 
American speaker that I’ve found that fits the 
space is the Cletron 4” x 6” speaker . . . buy 
two of them for a deluxe installation, one for 
economy. They are about $1.60 each. You will 
also want to buy a fancy chrome grill to protect 
the speaker and make it passible to look at. 
These are the D & M Products Chrome Speaker 
Grill for 4” x 6” speakers $2.75 each. 


Would that I could tell you to go ahead and 
mount them. But no, there are some differences 
between the German and American standards 
which you will have to adjust to with an appli- 
cation of tools. First, cut out the oval holes for 
the speakers. Take a sharp knife, like a steak 
knife with a saw tooth edge and cut out the 
ovals, Next, retap those European standard 
threaded mounting holes for the American 8-32 
threads. Using a small rat-tail file, drift the 
holes in the speaker toward the center of the 
speaker about the width of the original hole . . . 
about \th inch. Drill the holes in the Chrome 
grill for mounting. A small caliper is handy to 
check the position of the holes against the holes 
in your car bracket. It is easier to fit them in 
the worshop than in the car while scrunched 
over at an angle. 


Once the holes are all lined up and tapped 
for the screws you are going to use, you are all 
set to mount. Be sure to have enough wire on 
the speaker to connect to the radio. Thread the 
wire up through the hole in the top of the mount- 
ing socket and bolt in the speaker. Ditto the 
other side of the car if you are going first class. 
Connect the speakers in parallel and sit back and 
listen to the hi-fi system you have installed. 


One extra hint. Getting the tap through the 
cloth over the holes to rethread them can be 
difficult if you try to brute force the project. 
Better that you get a leather hole puncher and 
punch out a hole in the cloth over each of the 
four mounting holes.

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PORSCHES ROMP 
AT COCOA 


The Cocoa, Florida airport circuit was the 
scene of a smashing Porsche sweep in all four 
races. 


The Cocoa circuit, 2.7 miles in length, has two 
horseshoe turns, three 90 degree turns, and four 
high speed turns. It favors the quick, flat cor- 
nering machine . . . this, of course, is the trade- 
mark of the bombs from Stuttgart. 


In the first race, PCAer John Cuevas, driving 
a well prepared GT Coupe, jumped into an im- 
mediate lead and after the third lap it was no 
contest as John began to lap the field. Cuevas 
averaged 68:38 mph for his winning effort. 


The second race was all Joe Sheppard with 
his RS after a short “drag” with a Chevy pow- 
ered Arnolt Bristol. Johnny Cuevas, running 
out of class, finished sixth behind George Arents 
in a Ferrari 250 GT. 


The third race, a 30 lap under 1500 cc pro- 
duction “go,” was again a Cuevas runaway until 
he blew a tire on the 24th lap. At that point, he 
had a two-minute lead on Bruce Dougherty, in 
the second place GT. The Cuevas pit crew got 
John back on the track in about a minute and 
a half and this was enough to enable him to 
cop first place silver. 


The feature saw Joe Sheppard in the RS take 
off behind a 3 liter Ferrari and Bill Sadler in 
his Sadler Mark III. Joe caught Sadler by the 
seventh lap and they dualed for three more laps 
with Sadler pulling away on the straight with his 
5.5 liters but Joe closing in on the turns. Shep- 
pard moved ahead of Sadler on the next to last 
turn of the tenth lap. That jinx was again with 
the Sadler as it was forced to retire with rear 
radius rod trouble. The last twenty laps were 
now no contest for Sheppard. Other Porsche 
interest in this race was on Joe Happen, who fin- 
ished sixth, driving his Devon bodied 1600 Nor- 


mal. 


All told, there were eight Porsche entries at 
Cocoa, including Lee Lilley’s Tamsco Special. 
This special has a VW front suspension and 
steering, Porsche gear box, 1500 Super engine 
reversed (like Spyder) tubular frame, and home 
stamped aluminum body. 


We hope this Porsche day at Cocoa will be 
an omen of things to come in ’59 for the Marque 
and PCAers.

ring. The suspension of the bearing has not 
been modified and, therefore, also the inter- 
changeability remains. 

Further, the both springs fixing the clutch 
thrust bearing (spare part No. 356.21.102/103) 
have been replaced by one spring (spare part No. 
716.116.831.00) exchangeable, which can alter- 
matively be applied to the left and to the right. 


Rear Axle Nut

As of the above effective date, the rear axle 
nuts (part No. 111.501.221) will be replaced by 
castellated collar nuts (part No. 644.332.271.00), 
which are now standard equipment. The new 
nuts can be exchanged and are now available as 
spare parts for all types. The washer (part No. 
356.34.140) is obsolete. 


When fitting the nut, it should be observed 
that it is tightened with at least 50 mkg (362 ft.- 
Ib.). If at this time the split pin hole is not 
reached, the nut should be tightened still more 
until you reach the next split pin hole.

Repairs 


Although a replacement of one stub axle only 
would be technically possible it should be en- 
deavored to exchange both stub axles against 
the reinforced type, in the event of a replace- 
ment. 


When performing repairs on Carrera cars, 
only reinforced stub axles may be used. 


In order to avoid damages to the oil seal when 
removing the brake drum, a slitted spacer (part 
No. 644.341.663.00) is fitted in the oil seal. When 
exchanging the oil seal, it should be observed 
that this spacer is inserted to the bottom of the 
oil seal. 


Note! In order to be able to tighten the safety 
screw of the tightening nut by means of a 6 mm 
(.234 in.) interior-hexagon wrench on cars with 
knock-off wheels, too, a hole with 14 mm (.546 
in.) diameter should be drilled radially at the 
thread piece of the hub. The distance between 
the center of the hole and the outer edge of the 
hub should be about 19 mm (.75 in.).

RE: Carburetor Air Cleaner (Volume III, Num- 
ber 3): The new Zenith carbs with a 254” 
intake can take a standard American filter 
holder for a Fram CA-120 PL filter; I ob- 
tained nice chrome plated holders from a 
local hot rod shop. The amazing thing is 
that the installation of these filters increased 
the idling speed from 800 rpm to 2400 
rpm in my ’59 1600 Super. Adjustments 
of course were made, but it indicates a sub- 
stantial amount of additional air volume is 
introduced with these units; almost like 
supercharging! 

RE: Restyling (Volume III, Number 11, Pg. 
22): This article was interesting since my 
1959 Speedster had these questionably func- 
tional bumper guards. The muffler exhaust 
pipes have a special offset piece, with two 
elbows between the muffler and overriders 
in order to line up with the overriders. 
Therefore, I would believe this article was 
completely in error. However, if anyone 
is impressed, I would be most. happy to 
sell my bumper, overriders, and muffler, 
since I have just changed to some sturdy 
1941 Ford bumpers with an Abarth muffler.
